But his Life and DoQtrine grew ſo renowned and eminent, as 
ſtirred up envie in the hearts of ſome againſt him, eſpecially in 
Demetrizs the Biſhop, who had formerly loved and preferred 
him : So that now on the contrary, he did all he could tro darken 
and obſcure his fame : Hereupon he ript up Origen: fatilts,and 
by-bis Writings publiſhed them to the World. upbraiding him 
elbecially with that raſh and inconſiderate a& of diſmembrin 
himſelf, for which he judged him unfit for the Miniſterial Ot- 
fice : Thus in the height of Origens fame theſe things wete di- 
yulged, and his adverſary was potent, and thereupon he was 
forced to give way to the ſtorm, and to yield to the importu- 
nity of his enviers, and ſo left Alexandria, yet always retained 
his conſtancy and courage, Preaching the Goſpel with all di- 
ligence and painfulneſs, ſtriving to convert many to Chriſt, not 
troubling the Church with.Schiſm, nor yet requiting his' Ad- 
verſary with ill language, but on the contrray, ſpeaking well of 
his flanderers. The principal place wherein he taught was C'e- 


ſaw the fruits of his labours in the Converſion of many to God, 
which afterwards proved famous in the Church of Chriſt. 1ſam- 
wea alſo the Mother of Alexander Severns the Emperour heat» 
ing of his fame,ſent for him to «Antioch, and after ſhe had been

dies, he ordained Heracla« his familiar friend; who was expert 
in the boly,Scripture and a profound Philoſopher, to be his fel 
low-helper, committing to him the inftruction of the inferior 
ſort which were lately come to the Faith; reſerving to himſelf 
the teaching of thoſe that were farther & better entred. Having 
alſo a great deſire to ſearch out the deep myſteries of the holy 
Scriptures, he ſtudied the Hebrew Toogys and bought Copies: 
that were uſed amongſt the Jews: He ſearched out alſo other 
tranſlations beſides the vulgar, as that of Aquila, of Symackus, 
and of Theodofion : Theſe being. compaRed. together .in one 
Volume, and the Pages divided into ſeveral Columns , ſerting 
each copy againſt other, and adding the Hebrew to them, he 
publiſhed the ſame, and intituled it Hexap/a. When the rumour 
was now every where ſpread abroad of -the fame of Origen, ma- 
ny learned men came to try the . truth of his Doctrine, 
and to/have experience of his utterance in preaching ; yea ma- 
ny Hereticks and famous Philoſophers reſorted to him, and were 
converted by him. Origen was the firſt chat wrote Commentaries 
upon the ſacred Scriptures, being earneſtly ſollicited therero by 
eAmbroſe, who for his encouragement made him large allow- 
ance for his neceſſary expences , furniſhing him with above 
=_ ſwift Notaries , who wrote that which he ditated to 

m. 

Whileſt he continued at Alexandria, there came a. Souldier 
with.Letters from the Governour of Arabia to Demetrins the 
Biſhop of that Sea, and tothe Lieutenant: of Egype , deſiring 
them with all ſpeed to ſend Origen to him,which might communi- 
cate to him ſome part of his Doctrine z Hereupon he took | his 
voyage into Arabia, and inftrutted the Governour thereof; and 
hearing that Bery//us Biſhop of Beſtra in e Arabia taught that 
our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, before his incarnation had

him a nimble, and good Diſputant, he took him with himto the 
Council of Ace, ſummoned by Conſtantine the Great againſt 
the eArians, to aid and aſſiſt bimjn his Diſputations, which 
procured him much hatred and trouble from the Arians,as after- 
wards we ſhall hear. 

Alexander baving by long familiarity with him, gained expe- 
rience of his Piety, Parts and Zeal indefendingthe Truth againſt 
the Hereticks of thoſe times, when he lay upon his death: bed, 
was dire&ed by God to chooſe Athanaſius for his ſucceſſor in his 
Biſhoprick; which Athanaſius having intelligence of, hid himſelf, 
that he could not be found. Yet did Alexander call. for him and 
when he came not, being now near death, he ſaid,2-Athanaſius, 
thou thinkeſt that thox canſt eſcape,yet ſhalt thou not eſcape thu Of- 
fice. After the death of Alexander he was ſearched out, and made 
his Succeſſor. This ſo irritated the Aria; (who had now crept 
into favour with the old Emperor )that they age by all means, 
to caſt him out of A/cxandriazand for that end they accuſed him 
to the Emperour as the Author of much Sedition, and of many 
tumults in the Church; ' they charged him with keeping many

him. By this when the Emperour Yalerce himſelf entred-into 
his Church, he firſt aſtoniſhed him,and afcerwards by his diſcreer 
conference, deterred him from his cruelty, yea reclaimed him 
from the faction of the 1rians, though afterwards thoſe wicked 
men prevailed to bring him over to chem again. He had al- 
ways a minde ſo prepared for Martyrdom, that he defired it as 
a great favour, In all his writings there is ſuch a peculiar grace 
and excellency , that he never tires his Reader : but always 


the true beauty of his ſoul did ſhine forth in his Eloquence, 
Rhetorick being both his companion and ſervant. Hrierom was 
his ſcholar: He was of ſuch Authority in the Greek, Churches, 
that whoſoever durſt oppoſe his teſtimony, was ſuſpeRed for 
Tan Heretick. He ſo loved ſolitude,that when for his Excellent 
Learning and SanRity,he ſhould firſt have been made a Biſhop, 
heretired himſelf into obſcurity ; but being diſcovereq,the*peo-! 
ple choſe him for their Biſhop. At laſt, growing old and unfit 
for his publick imployment,be conſtituted another Biſhop, and'

He ſerioutly conſidered that Rowve was as yet over ſpread with 
Paganiſm, and that it was not ſafe for a young man to.be in a 
place of ſo much pleaſure, which himſelf ſometimes called 
Babylon: He alſo confidered , that his own Country was cor- 
rupted with barbarous pleaſures, as himſelf ſomewhere notes 
in one of his Epiſtles : Whereupon he conſulted with ſome 
of his intimate friends, reſolving to depart to- ſome place 
where he might with more privacy follow the ſtudy of Divinity, 
and wholly dedicate himſelf to Chriſt. It was alſo a great 
trouble to his minde, to conſider how Chriſtians and Pagans 
were intermixed together, whence it —_— came to paſs, 
that many who profeſſed Chriſt, were Chriſtians rather in 
name then in truth. He conſidered further, that in marriage, 
beſides other incumbrances, he ſhout loſe his freedom ; And 
that in the life of Miniſters and Biſhops there was a great deal 
of danget ; that will he,nill he, he muſt be intangled with riches, 
honours, and cares of the World , and thereby be caſt upon 
many temptations : Beſides, the lives of many -of them dif 
pleaſed him ſeeing the ancient Piety of the wg: to begin 
to degenerate into Pride and Tyranny. All theſe things ſeri- 
| ouſly conſidered, he began to be in loye with a Monaſtick life, 
|which in thoſe times did far differ from their lives in future 
Apes, which was afterwards intangled with Ceremonies and 
Superſtitions. For in thoſe times they had liberty to cha 

their condition when they pleaſed, ro go whither they eaſed; 
{they hada great deal of freedom to attend their ftudies , be- 
taking themſelves to Faſting and Prayer, they were not bound 
under any humane conſtitutions. Their Apparel was mean,

Not long after Hierom having ſetled his affairs , and pro- 
vided things neceſlary for his journey, eſpecially a fair Library, 
he failed into S7ria having Heliodorws for his companion , who 
having remained a while with him in Syris, diſliking that courſe 
of life, left him. Yet did not Hierom at all break off his good 
eſteem of him for the ſame. Then did Hierow -go to Hiern/a- 
lem, veiwing all the obſervable places about that once famous 
City : But ſhortly after by reaſon of the change of Ayr and 
Country, he fell into a grievous ſickneſs, at which time Eva- 
1 entertained him into his houſe ,- and ſhewed much kinde- 
neſs to-him: Having recovered his health , he was inflamed 
with an earneſt deſire of proſecuting his former reſolution for 
the manner of his life , and thereuponretiring himſelf into a 
Deſart between the Syrians and Saracens, he bad no company 
beſides wilde Beaſts and Serpents, and here and there a Monks 
Cell that had betaken himſelf to the ſame courſe of life, as Hie- 
row -now did, But before his fixing in this Wilderneſs, he ſpent 
ſome time in Antrechia , which yet he ſtayed not long in, 
partly by reaſon of the celebrity of the- place , and partly be- 
cauſe of a Schiſm that was in the Church :_ Neither could he 
ſtay long in Chalcsy', becauſe of the: neighbourhood of ſome

could but once hear the Word of God taught by him : which 
when Azguſtine was informed of by faithful witneſſes ws, 
deſirous to deliver a ſoul from the perils of this life, andet 
death hereafter, he hafted to Hippo, where he viſited and often 
preached to the man , exhorting him to-remember his promile, 
and to perform his Vows to God ; yet he deferred the perfor- 
mance of it from day to day; neither did A#guftine at that 
time- ſee his deſires accompliſhed. At this time one Yalerins 
was Biſhop of Hippo, who (the neceſſity of the C hurch requi 
ring it ) was very folicitous to procure a Miniſter for bor 
place : whereupon when the Congregation was aſſembled, he| 
exhorted and perſwaded them, ſeeing they now had experience 
of the Life and DoErine of AwgaHine, to make choice of him: 
Anguſtine not ſuſpeting any ſuch matter, was preſent amongſt 
them. Hereupon the people laid hold of him, and preſented 
bimo the Biſhop, all of them with one heart and, mouth ear- 
neſtly deſirng that be might be their Miniſter. At this As» 
guſtine. wept very much, which ſome of them 4g 
laboured ro comfort him, ſaying , that though he deſerved a 
better place, yet being called to-the Miniſtry, he was in the next 
degree to a Brſhop; whereas indeedthe cauſe of his weeping 
was, becauſe he foreſaw how many and-great perils hung over

1, &c;' of endeavoyring to de- 
cide Controverſies, he was very forward whenſoever he was 
requeſted either by Chriſtians, .or by men of any other Se& to 
compromiſe and decide their Controverſies, with much pati- 
"ence and prudence hearing both parties, that ſo he =_ paſs 
a righteous ſentence; 'and that he might the more fully take 
Cognizance of the caufe, he uſed ſomerime to ſpend a whole day 
alin to hear the ſame, always taking advantage thereby to 
do what poſſible good he could to their ſouls, like a 

Steward Preaching the Word in ſeaſon, out of ſeaſon, Exhort- 
with all long ' ſuffering and 
Doctrine,endeavouring to inftruRt the Ignorant, and to quicken 
thoſe that were remiſs in the way to Heaven. Many Letters 
he wrote to ſuch as ſought ro him for counſel and direion 
in. their ſecular affairs : But this he thought a trouble to him, 
and -hinderance from better imployments, and therefore he| 
always though beſt of thoſe who would either write or ſpeak 
to him about Heavenly, buſineſſes. He ſeldom was -ab- 
ſent from the . Councils which were Often held in divers Pro- 
yinces, yet always ſeeking therein the things which were 
of God. and not his own advantage : His endeavour was 
that the Faith of the Holy Catholick Church might be pre.

honour for his own glory : This Bernard knew not, and there- 
fore lived privately in his Cell ; ſpending his time in Study, Me- 
dication, and Prayer, ' often'ſaying to himſelf, Bernard, Berw- 


«lard, Remember for what end thou cameſt hither ? He-allowed 


himſelf very little time for ſkeep, often complaining that all 
that time was loſt ; and indeed in fo ſparing a dyet as he uſed, 
there was need of the leſs fleep : for he never indulged himſelf 
in either , neither eating nor ſleeping to ſacizry. Yea, by 
his rigid abſtinence he ſo weakned his ſtomach,that he was ſcarce 
able to retain food when he had eaten it, and that little which 


| | he did retain ſerved rather to retard death, thento prolong his 


life : yet all this while he remitted nothing of his ftudies- and 
labors : Inſomuch as he equalled the other Monks in digging 
of the ground, felling of wood , and carrying it home upon his 
Mulders : and when his ſtrength 'failed , he buſied himſelf 
about meaner ſervices : and whenſoever he had any intermif- 
ſion he ſpent his time in Prayer, and reading the Sacred Scrip- 


tures, which afterwards in the midſ of his bodily labors he me-

Eter Lombard was born at Navaria, afterwards made 
Biſhop' of Pars, was contemporary with Gratia» ; and 
as: Gratian gathered Canons, and was Maſter of the Canons ,| ' 
ſo this Peter colle&ed ſentences out of Ambroſe,  Hilarie, 
Auguſtine, Caſſiodore , and Remigins , and out of them, with 
ſome addition of his own ,-compiled his Books. He'wrote 
Commentaries.on the Pſalms, and Paxls Epiſtles : but the 
chiefeſt of his Works were four books of Sentences :-the firſt 
concerning the Trixity and Unity of God : the ſecond of the 
Creation of the World, eſpegially of Angels and Men, and of 
the grace of God : the of the Incarnation of the Word , 
and of Vertues and Vices : the fourth of the Sacramexts,vf the 
Reſurreftion and Judgement , for which he was called the CMa- 
ſter of Sentences. 

Some of his ſayings were, There can no good dwell in 1 that 
cannot will good ©: nor can we perfet# good that cannos defirs 
good. There are in u evill concupiſcences and defires, which 
are the Divels Weapons, whereby When God forſakgs #s » ht 
wonnd.

ſters and ftore of Scholars; here he profited much in Gram- 
mer Learning, ſo that from thence he was ſent to Friburg , 
where he was a diligent Auditor of ſundry men excelling in all 
kinde of Learning. 

"Then was he entertained inthe houſe of Zaſins, an Excellent 
Lawyer , who loved him deatly for his diligence and induſtry ; 
Zafins alſo allowed him the ufe of his Library : in which Ke- 
ws did (as it were) hide himſelf, diligently reading over all 
uch' Authors as were fit for his ſtudies: and therein eſpecially 
obſerved ſuch Notes as Zain: in his younger days had written 
in the Margins of them : which Notes Regis: in the night time 
uſed ro write out : ſo that when Zafius aroſe ſometimes in the 
night, becauſe he could not ſleep, he ſtill found Regizs writing 
out thoſe Annotations, whereupon he uſed ſoftly to pull him by 
the Eir, ſaying, Thos wilt ger all my Art and Learning from 
we.

The like-care they took to train up young Students to the 
| fame unanimity in Religion : for which end they agreed upon 

one rule and method by which all theirſtudies ſhould be dire-

had occaſioned the fuller clearing of many points in Divinity, 


Therefore in their Publick Diſputations they went over the!

In 
theſe Common places he did not cull out here and there one 
head ; but went over the whole Body of Divinity : handling 
each head fully , but principally inſiſtin upon thoſe Contro-+ 
verſies or difficulties wherewith the Church was moſt mole- 
ſted : Yet ftood he not upon anſwering all Arguments of the 
Adverſaries ; but choſe out thoſe which had moſt weight in 
them, by anſwering whereof, the other fell of themſelves : 
But he was moſt copious and acurate in the Modern Contr6- 
verſies; as De Deo againſt Vorſtius, De Sabbatho, De Prede- 
ſtinatione : of the Authority of Magiſtrates in Eccleſiaſtical 


ſtrength of Humane Reaſon , as by theclear Word of God : 
whereupon the greateſt confluence of Auditors attended u 
on Wallexs, And one of his Colleagues thinking that he had 
ſo many Auditors becauſe he read Common places : he alſo fell 


he gave it over again. 

But ſeeing it was not enough for them thusto inftru& their 
Landicors inthe knowledge of Divinity , except alſo they pre- 
pared the Candidates for the Miniſtry , enabling them rightly 
to defend the Truth, and to enervate the Adverfaries Argu- 
ments : This therefore they effe&ted by Diſputations, where- 
in all were very diligent, but eſpecially #alens and Polyan- 
der.

But he would have the Defendant clearly repeat the Opponents 
Argument, and then not only to give a bare anſwer , but to 
demonſtrate the ſolidity of it : Truly wales: in bis Le&ures 
deſerved great praiſe ; but in Diſputations he deſerved a 7r;- 
amph, | : 

Becauſe thefe Candidates in Divinity could not be ſufficient- 
ly exerciſed in publick, he did twice a week in private explain to 
them his Exchwidion of the Reformed Religion': he examined 
it, and appointed them to diſpute upogit: yea he ſer up divers 
private. Lectures wherein he confutedthe Anabeptiſts , Socini- 
ax: and Papiſts. He cauſed theſe Candidates alſo often to Preach 
in private, wherein he dizefted them to the moſt profitable 
ſybzects, a nd taught them how they ſhould proſecute the fame : 
Neither would he ever take any thing for theſe his private im- 
ployments, 

"This courſe of training up young Students he continued for 
twenty years, ev till bis death ; fo that innumerable Paſtors 
were ſent forth by him-into the Church, amongſt which many 
were admirable Lights, which were a great comfort and re- 
joycing to him. 

In the Government of the Univerſity he neither made nor 
nouriſhed parties : but when any differences aroſe, he always 
fought ro. compoſe them : as he did betwixt Polyander and Thy- 
ſinus : between Cunens and Bwrgerſditins, amongitwhom ſome 
emulation was ſprung up. | | 

Wales: himſelf had no Enemy but only Daxiel Heinfins , 
who was alſo a Garters, and ſeemed —Hr: thr to emulate him. 
Yet would not alleu; do any thing that might offend 
Heinſins ; necther would he _ himſelf in the contention 
between Sa/mwatins and Hernſixs about precedency. 

Walleas his next care was that all the Honors of the Uni- 


verſity (ſo far as might be )- ſhould be equally divided amongſt

with the better concord : So that when he ſhould have been 
choſen Reftor of the Univerſity , he ſought ir for his Col- 
league: but honour followed him whilſt he fled from it : fo 
that he was. often Deputy of the Univerſity , and thrice Ke- 
or. 
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He would never - giye to (ardidates bis teſtimony for their 
lives, and proficiency in their Studies of Divinity, except they 
deferved it : Judging ir'better to offend them and their triends , 
thento deceive the "Church by ae ger unworthy perſons 
to the Miniſtry : which faithfulneſs of his was taken notice 
of, ſo that many were rejected till they could get the reſtimony 
of Walters. x 

He with his Colleagues would never prefer any tothetitle of 
Doors, except-they were conſpicuous for their Piety,and emi- 
nent for Learning, 

He had more Books brought to him to Licenſe then he 
could poſlibly read over : for which cauſe he ſent many of 
them to the Claſſes of Paſtors to be read over bythem, re- 
ſerving to himſelf only ſuch as handled Controverſies of greater 
moment. 

Theſe Profeſſors would meddle with no caſes of Conſcience, 
but ſuch as concerned Matrimony; as for all others that came 
to them , they ſent them to their own Paſtors , whereby they 
much eaſed themſelves, and took off people from  under- 
valuing their own Miniſters. And in caſes of Matrimony , 
they always determined -them wich ſuch ſound judgement, 
that fo long as Wallens lived , there was never any Church 
or Magiſtrate that had cauſe to alter what they had deter- 
mined, 

He was dayly ſought to for advice incaſes of Conſcience : 
In Controverſies of Religion, and about Church Government, 
by Churches, Claſſes, Synods, Cities, States, and Princes, to 
{all whom he freely imparted his counſel. The States Gene- 
ral and the States of Holland would never ſuffer any Divinity 
Book to be Dedicated to them till #a/lexs bad peruſed, and.

was granted , ſo that Anno Chriſts 1628. the Interpreters .of 
the: Old Teſtament repaired to Leidex, who were.

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When the Tranſlatars of the New Teſtament had proceeded 
to the end of the 4#s of the Apoſtles, James Rowland dyed, in 
whoſe room fodic#s Hoingins ſucceeded : and when the Tran- 
flators of the Old Teſtament had proceeded to the beginning 
of Ezekiel, Bucer dyed, in whoſe room e Anthony Thyſrws was 
ſubſtituted. 

Aſſoon as they had finiſhed any Book, and imparted it each 
to other, they printed it,and ſent it to certain ſuperviſors in eve- 
ry Province appointed thereunto , to be by them again ex- 
amined. 

When the whole verſion was thus finiſhed An. Chri. 1634 
by the order of the States General all the Superviſors met toge- 
ther at Leiden, who were Anthony T hyſies, John Polyander, 4b- 
dias Witmarins, PFodocus Larenus, Arnoldus  T eeckhmannns , 
Bernard Fullenins , James Revins, and Francu Ginarss. 

Not long after alſo the Superviſors of the New Teſtament 
met there, who were Scbaſtian Dammannns, 7ohn Arnolds, Lin- 
danus, William Nieuhuſins, Charles Demaet, Lodawich Gerhar« 
dur, Bernard Fallexins , Gaſper Sibelins, and Henry Altin- 
IRS, 

Theſe Superviſors being met together , choſe their Modera- 
rators, Aſſeſſors, and Scribes, and chen at their daily meetings, 
( having firſt implored the preſence and aſſiſtance of —_ 
God) they were demanded whether they bad found any thing 
in the Tranſlation that needed change : and what the Tranſla- 
tors and Superviſors agreed upon, that was concluded. And 
ſo this great work was compleated .1»no Chriſti 1635, And 
this was very obſervable : That the ſame year a great Plague 
raged in the Low-Countries , arid eſpecially in Leiden, wherein 
there dyed twenty thouſand perſons, and yet through Gods 
mercy not one of the Tranſlators or Superviſors was-touched 
with it, no nor was ever fick all that while. 
All being thus finiſhed, the Superviſors returned to their 
ſeveral imployments , but the Tranſlators committed the work 
to- the Preſs , and themſelves were the Overſeers toſee tothe

| tranſſation thatis extant. In the verſion of Zuther there is

And the Eng/iſs ſeems to favour Epiſcopacy too much , where- 
as no remarkable defe& can be obRrved in this; and indeed the

Afrerhehad concluded this great and tireſome work, he at- 
tended his Frofeſſorſhip , thinking to eaſe his minde , and re-

In the midſts of theſe-impleyments he found his Memory to 
begin to decay, and his ftrength to fail , ſo that he was 
forced to write his Le&ures more largely then he was wont to 
do, which he carryed ontill he came to the Head concerning 
the Holy Ghoſt, at which time death prevented his further pro-

was not ſplendid abroad, and ſordid at home; but always

equal like himſelf. He ſtudyed nodelights , and was far from 
all laſciviouſneſs : His only recreation was to adorn his Or- 
chard. He was free from covetouſneſs, ſeldom looking atter 
his outward eſtate , and at length wholly divolved that burthen 
upon his eldeſt ſon, called Z-bn. He affeRted not vain-glory : 
his habit was not coſtly,yer therein he was rather m—_ then 
ſordid. He had always a large bouſe , which was rather com- 
modivus then ſumptuous. In converſe he was no boaſter either 
of his Learning, Judgement, or Wit : He never either extol- 
led himſelf, or debaſed others, n6 not his Adverſaries. He 
never inſerted reproaches into his publick Writings. He ne- 
ver choſe any ſubjet to write on for oftentation , but only 
ſuch as might be moſt profitable to the Church. He never 
ſought for, nor took great titles : It was always his glory rather 
to be, then to ſeem 

He never affetedeaſe. He was always much grieved for the 
afflitions of the Church : And endeavoured in all things to 
keep a good and a clear Conſcience. He would never to gratifie 
friends, give any other counſel then ſuch as beſeemed him, ei- 
ther to the Church or Magiſtrate : Neither did-he ever requeſt 
any for his children or kindred of which they were not 
worthy , or might any way tend to the detriment of others. 

W hen as the Magiſtrates of Lezden had often proffered him 
the houſe wherein Arminizs dwelt, and wherein now his wid- 
dow and children remained, he would never accept of it. till as, 
when they ſaw that they could ftay-in it no longer , themſelves 
came to-him, and requeſted him to take it, thanking himithat he 
had deferred it ſo long. 

He never hunted after the favour of great men, thereby to 
enrich himſelf : - He only defired their favour ſo far as might 
be fic for him , and adyantagious to the Church : If any thing 
was ſpoken in his preſence which he judged prejudicial to the 
Church , he always ftrongly oppoſed himſelf againſt it, nor fear- 
ing therein the diſpleaſure of great men : Yea inthe Court 
amongſt the Princes of Orange he would not ſuffer the Name of 
God to be taken in vain. 

In his carriage he was affable to all : To every one he wit 
lingly imparted counſel : He was ſo ſollicitons for the good of 
the. Church, that upon occaſion. he would declare which 
perſons 
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perſons in the Univerſity were moſt deſerving , themſelves be- 


ing ignorant of it, He admitted but few into his familiarity , 
long that thereby their friendſhip would be the ſtronger, 
how much the more united. He loved his Colleagues as his 
own Brethren : Next them his kindred : and after them his fel- 
low Students and fellow Travellers. He would never diſſemble, 
no not amongſt his friends, And to thoſe his friends, bis houſe 
and table was always open : which liberality ſome taking notice | 
of, often abuſed it. -

He was not eaſily provoked by injuries to caſt off his friends : 
as this inſtance will ſhew; When Rivet was called to live in 
the Court of the Prince of Orange, Wallews commended his 
old Maſter Gomar to the Curators of the Univerſity for to 
ſacceed in the Profeſſorſhip ; whereupon Gomaru acknow- 
ledged in the preſence of many, that wallens had overcome bim 
in kindeneſs , and withall asked him forgiveneſs, for that he had 
oppoſed his Profeſſorſhip at A4iddleborowgh, which (faith he) 1 
did at the inſtigation of Giles Burſius, 

He lived moſt lovingly with his Wife ; they never brake 
forth into anger, or mutual brawling : their mutual care was 
to pleaſe each other, and by deedsto prevent each others de- 
ſires : Neither did Yale: fear any thing more then that his 
dear Wife ſhould dye before him : For he uſed her not only | 


for the government of his Family , but for his conſtant com- 
panion. Whatſoever befel him in the Commonwealth,Church, 
or Civil converſe, he. acquainted her with it, asked , and 
often followed her advice, for ſhe was a modeſt and prudent

They were both-careful in the education of their children , 
and their firſt carewas to train them up in Piety and good man- | 
ners : for which end he daily read ſome Chapters, and made 
ſome application thereof anto them : His next care was, that 
they might be brought up in Leatfing : neither would be whol- 
ly truſt their Maſters therein, but many times examined them 
[himſelf to ſee their proficiency. Neither would he train them 
up to Science', but alſo to Prudence : for which cauſe when 
they were come to years of diſcretion , he uſed t6 impart to 
them the affairs and condition of Church and State , asking 
their judgements about each of them.

About this time a National Synod was called at Dort, for

Thus eſcaping out of Heidleberg, he paſſed through a

Sibrand Lubbertis dying at Francker , 
he was called by the States of Friſland to ſupply that place,and 
they 'ſent again and again to the King to "Jefire his conſent 
mo : But the King not conſenting , he modeftly excu-

Anno C hriſti 1626. he was called to Groning to ſupply the 
place of - Ravenſperg , one of the Profeſſors of Divinity lately 
dead ; And chongh the King wonld by no means at firft hear 


at aft conſented, and farniſhmg him with necefſaries difmilfed 
him : So that he removed to Groning , and the Eaſter fol-! 
lowing began his work in the Univerſity Anno Chrifts 1627, yet 
once 2 year he tifed to vifitthe King, who always highly prized 
tim, and uſed him very familiarly. 

He -upplyed that Profeſſors place at Groning for the ſpace 
of cighteen years with admirable fidelity, diligence, and indu- 
ſtry , as not only his hearers but his works teſtifie ; As his Bo- 
x, of Divinity , His Explication of V»/is Catechiſm , and 
the Belgick Confeſſion.

In his old age he was 
ſomewhat ſlow of gate , not through unwealdineſs of body , 
but-by reaſon of the ſpeedy growth of old age upon him, He 
was very pious and learned, and adorned with all graces.. - If 
he ſet himſelf to reprove vice, he performed it with great gra- 
vity. If he comforted his friends; he did it with admirable dex- 
yenity If he admomiſhed any of their duty, he did it with 
much lenity. His Miniſtry was full of Majeſty ; his ftile elo- 
quent; his matter clear and ſolid. He was very ſociable, 
pleaſant, and loving in his converſe with his friends. By his 
praRtice, conyerſe , experience, -and reading both of ancient:

His prudence did futher difcover it ſelf by the government 
of his Family, where he kept all in peace, order, and concord ; 
and concerning which this only. was known that no body knew 
what was done therein, , 

Anno Chriſti 1639. he buryed one of his daughters called 
Mary, a beautiful and virtuous young maid, which cauſed 
ſo great grief to him that he fell into a 2wartane «Ague, which 
Phyſitians hold to be mortal inold men; and though at laſt 
he was cured of ic, yet itleft ill. reliques in his weakened body, 
which in the year 1641. brake forth imo a far more grievous 
diſeaſe, viz. a Lethargy , which threatned an eApop/exie', and 
which the Phyſitians did foretel to be fatal : Yet neither by 
this ſharp affliction could his ſtedfaſt minde be caſt down : 
For after a'while, contrary to all. mens expeRations, he- began 
to recover ſtrength , though indeed he was neyer perfe&ly cu-
